The re-survey of the Horth Channel sntrance to Willaps
Bay was made from the 2nd to 10th of Maryah under authority of the
Director’s orders dated Februsry 20, 1926.

The work was aoaomplishad with the oooPera.tion of the
'Hillapa Harbor Trafflo Assoolation which furnlshed the launch TOKE
POINT together with & coxswaln and one extra man. This launch provad
to be & good sounding launch for this work.

FRSULTS; 4 comparison of the present survey with the one made in
September, 19256 shows s slight change of the channel to the south-
vaat and & deepening from a minimum depth of 23 feet in the channel
to present minlmmm depth of 26 feet. The north splt has apparently

placed et present 4o not mark the best channel. 1t was noted while
working on the bar that & modarate swell starts to break on the 21
foot shoal 150 meters west and southwast of buoy Cl and breaks over
the buoy.

CORFECTIONS T0O CHARTS: While working in the neighborhood of the
wreck of the Canadian Exporter the laungh passed within about 50
meters of the wreck.
